This is responsive to the Examiner's Office Action dated August 20, 2004. The 
Office Action requires the election of multiple species, as outlined in paragraphs 1 (a), 1 (b), 
1(c), and 1(d). 

In view of the above, Applicant makes the following provisional elections: 

Regarding Paragraph 1 (a), Applicant elects Species A as defined in the 
Markush Group of Claim 5; 

Regarding Paragraph 1 (b). Applicant elects ceramic from the Markush Group 
of Claim 8; 

Regarding Paragraph 1 (c). Applicant elects aramid from the Markush Groups 
of Claims 9 and 20; and 

Regarding Paragraph 1 (d), Applicant elects boron carbide from the Markush 
Group of Claim 14.

With regard to the election requirement of Paragraph 1(a), Applicant makes this 
provisional election without traverse. Claims 1,4,13, and 1 5 are generic. In the event any 
one of these claims is allowable, Applicant acknowledges its right to consideration of all 
claims to the non-elected species. Original Claims 6, 7, and 16 are drawn to the non- 
elected species. 

With regard to the election requirement of Paragraph 1(b), Applicant respectfully 
submits that all members of this Markush Group should be examined together, regardless 
of whether they are directed towards distinct inventions. See M.P.E.P. §803.02. The 
members of the Markush Group are few in number and sufficiently related that a search 
and examination of the entire claim can be made "without serious burden." ]d- The 
members of Claim 8 are each alternative elements of the rigid facing recited in generic 
Claim 1. 

With regard to the election requirement of Paragraph 1(c), Applicant respectfully 
submits that all members of this Markush Group should likewise be examined together, 
regardless of whether they are directed towards distinct inventions. See M.P.E.P. §803.02. 
The members of the Markush Group are few in number and sufficiently related that a 
search and examination of the entire claim can be made "without serious burden." jd. The 
members of Claims 9 and 20 are each high-performance fibers — this element being recited 
in generic Claims 1 and 13, respectively. 

With regard to the election requirement of Paragraph 1(d), Applicant respectfully 
submits that all members of this Markush Group should be examined together, regardless 
of whether they are directed towards distinct inventions. See M.P.E.P. §803.02. The 
members of the Markush Group are few in number and sufficiently related that a search 
and examination of the entire claim can be made "without serious burden." id. The 
members of Claim 14 are alternative materials for the ceramic facing recited in generic 
Claim 13. 



For all these reasons discussed above, Applicant submits that the provisional 
election requirements for Markush Claims 8, 9 & 20, and 14 (as outlined in Paragraphs 
1 (b)-(d), respectively) be traversed. The provisional election of Species A of Paragraph 1 (a) 
is made without traverse. Claims 1,4, 13, and 15 are generic. Such further action is 
respectfully requested at an early date. If the Examiner believes that issues remain for 
discussion, he is invited to contact the undersigned at the telephone number indicated 
below.
